RAILROADS AND THE PUBLIC 


T 


HE mis-called guarantee clause of the transportation act 
has expired by limitation, with not a railroad company 
in the country on a profitable basis as a result .of 
its 


application. In its place there comes into effect a mandate to 
the interstate commerce commission to establish freight 
and 


passenger rates on a basis to give the earners a "reasonable re- 
turn on the value of property used in transportation.'.' 
If this 


.does not operate to greater benefit of companies and country 
"than the provision it supersedes we shall not witness a swift 
'return to railroad efficiency.-And there is not a sign that im- 
proved conditions will be brought about by any action of the 
regulatory authority, not for a long time at all events. 


Incalculable mischief has been done by misrepresentation 


' of the provision that carriers might earn as much as ft per cent 


on the value of the property actually used in transportation. 
Assertions that the government had guaranteed a substantial 
profit to the railroads led to widespread belief that these cor- 
porations, indispensable to the welfare of the country yet nev- 
er highly esteemed by the people, were, being petted at the ex- 
pense of the general public and in especial to the detriment of 
their employes. 
"Whether or not, the rates permitted would in 


normal times produce a. substantial profit is debatable. That 
they did not yield anything to speak of is knowii to all 
who 


have taken the trouble to inform themselves. 


However complex may be the 
problems of railroad 
re- 


habilitation, the fundamental trath of the situation is simple. 
Efficient transportation is impossible unless the companies can 
eani their way and without efficient and adequate -transporta- 
tion facilities'the country will be unable, to carry on its busi- 
ness when .industry and commerce revive. It is to the public's 
interest that the railroads be permitted to prosper along with 
other legitimate activities. It is against the people's interest to 
hamper them or unduly restrict their earning power.

facie case apainsl. Bullock, Canadian authorities are simply fol- 
lowing established procedure and the plain terms of the treaty 
between ihc two countries. To secure extradition. Secretary 
Fletcher informs Governor Morrison, the. treaty stipulates that 
surrender shall be ordered "only upon such evidence of crim- 
inality a.s, according to the laws of the place where the fugitive 
or person so charged shall be found would be sufficient for his 
apprehension and commitment for trial if the offense had been 
committed there."
